'Tis a dirty bird that 
befouls its own nest. 
T ie 
only 
thing a man should bo held respon­ 
sible for In this country, is ids Amer­ 
ican citizenship. 
A man born In the United States, 
and living here Is or should be d*- 
voted to its Interests to the exclusion 
of a regard for any other land or gov­ 
ernm ent. 
So far, all Is plain sailing, 
and his attachm ent stands in no dan­ 
ger of diversion or equivocality. 
But 
let tho sam e subject leave the home 
of his birth for nome foreign land, 
adopt Its laws and for the future 
m ake it his homo. 
In that case the 
circum stances of his position become 
som ewhat complex in its relation to 
w hat we regard as patriotism. 
In the event of a crisis between 
the country of his birth and that of 
bis adoption ho m ust not halt between 
two opinions.

A striking evidence of business ac­ 
tivity la the United States at the pres­ 
enttime Is found ins comparison of pig 
iron statistics of tho years, as com­ 
piled by the treasury bureau of sta­ 
tistics. Recently published estimates 
of the production of pig Iron In the 
United States during 
tne calendar 
year 1902 put the total production at 
17,600,000 tots 
This Is an Increase 
of nearly 2,000.000 tons over last year 
and is more than double the produc­ 
tion of 1896, three times that of 1886, 
four times that of 1881, six times that 
of 1879, eight times that of 1875, IO 
times that of 1872, and 20 times that 
of 1865. 
The steel production of the 
year Is estimated at 15,000,000 tons. 
which is pr ietlc.'illy 50 per cent more 
than that of 1900. nearly three times 
as much as that of 1896, IO times as 
much as that of 1884 and 20 times 
the production of 1878. 
More than 
this, importations of pig Iron have 
been ten times as much as In the pre­ 
ceding year. 
And the condition of 
the iron Industry is a reflection of 
the condition of other great indus­ 
tries in this country.
